1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: please cancel claims 17, 19, 23, 
25, 27, 29,31, 33, 35, 39, 41, 43, 45 and 47 per the Applicant's Attorney's request 
during the phone interview held on 4/5/05. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 , 3-9, 11-16, 20, 22, 24, 26, 28, 30, 32, 36, 38, 40, 42, 44, 46 and 48 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Claims 1 , 3-9, 11-16, 20, 22, 24, 26, 28, 30, 32, 36, 
38, 40, 42, 44, 46 and 48 are renumbered as 1-28 respectively. 

3. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest "executing one of an AND 
operation and an OR operation of a digital signal string related to multilevel image data 
and a digital signal string based on additional data" therefore the prior art of record 
cannot ensure that the additional data is reflected in a formed image with the degree of 
certainty obtained by the present invention recited in Claims 1 and 9, as stated by the 
Applicant in the Arguments on page 14, lines 1-5 of the Amendment filed 7/8/04.
